Ex perience 
and research lead 
Carroll D. W rig h t to the conclu ­ 
sion that “ strikes generally prov e 
powerless to benefit the condition 
of the wage class,” and also that 
“ strikes lead to improv idence and 
are demoralizing in their effects on 
the laboring m an.” 
The Lou isv ille Cou rier-Jou rnal 
points ou t the reasons for su ch ill- 
su ccess as this record presents. The 
sy m pathy of the pu blic, as a ru le, 
is with the toiler in his demands 
for shorter hou rs, better wages and 
better treatm ent. The lov e of fair­ 
ness is im planted in ev ery breast. 
the people who are not affect­ 
ed directly by the increased ex pense 
that mu st follow concessions by 
employ ers are anx iou s to see these 
concessions made. 
Few strikes oc­ 
cu r in which the pu blic does not at 
the start lend material assistance to 
the strikers. 
“ W ith su ch a potent adv antage 
in their fav or,” say s the Cou rier- 
Jou rnal,“ it may be wondered why 
so few strikes resu lt to the better­ 
ment of the wage-earners. 
It is 
chiefly becau se pu blic sy mp.alhy is 
sacrificed by the reckless condu ct 
of an element of the strikers,u su ally 
only a small minority of the activ 'e 
members, bu t for whose proceed­ 
ings the leaders are held responsi­ 
ble. 
A few are tem pted into v io­ 
lence and disregard ev en for life, 
w ith the resu lt that the law is 
inv oked 
by 
the 
employ ers 
and 
the 
strikers 
pu t 
on 
the 
defensiv e 
and 
rou ted. 
W e see a lamentable 
ex empli­ 
fication of this in the Clev eland 
street railway strike, where dy na­ 
mite is u sed 
to wreck 
cars on 
which are 
innocent 
passengers, 
ev en women and children, and an 
attem pt is made to ju stify v iolence. 
The consequ ence is that the troops 
hav e been called ou t and the strike 
has no chance of su ccess. 
From 
the moment when the mobs begin 
to form, the co-operation of the 
pu blic, whose moral su pport wou ld 
otherwise be giv en, is lost forev er, 
and w ithou t it no strikes ev er su c­ 
ceed.”

An ordinance repealing an ordi­ 
nance entitled “ An ordinance, 
licensing grain and stock com­ 
mission dealers,” passed April 
6, 18 9 9 , and approved April 7 , 
18 9 9 , and enacting a new ordi­ 
nance in lieu thereof. 
Be it ordained by the council of the 
city of Sedalia, Missouri, as fol­ 
lows, to-wit : 
S e ct i o n i . 
That an ordinance 
entitled “ An ordinance, licensing 
grain and stock commission deal­ 
ers” be and the same is hereby re­ 
pealed, and the following ordinance 
is hereby enacted in lieu of the or­ 
dinance SO repealed. 
Hereafter it shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons, company or 
corporation, to follow the avoca­ 
tion or business of a commission 
merchant for the purchase and sale 
of grain, stocks, bonds, pork, pro­ 
visions or any other commodity 
whatever, on commission, without 
first having obtained a 
license 
therefor from the city clerk, for 
which there shall be paid a license 
tax of ninety dollars (I9 0) for 
everv six months. 
The term of' 
such license shall begin at the same 
time as other licenses which are 
taken for a term of six months, and 
where a license is applied for for an 
unex pired 
part 
of a term the 
amount shall be pro rated. 
S e c . 2 . 
Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this ordi­ 
nance shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than one dollar and not more 
than one hundred dollars. 
S e c . 3. 
This ordinance 
shall 
take effect and be in force from

All of said bonds shall be made 
pay able tc------------ or bearer, and 
upon being ex ecuted shall be sent

Ju st as the train passed 
the switch, after the caboose had 
been cu t off, the en gin e ju mped the 
track

stopped, the last car bein g directly 
across the caboose switch. 
The caboose comin g u p stru ck 
the cars ahead with a stron g im ­ 
pact which threw Con du ctor Geo. 
Light, of this city , 
again st the 
fron t of the car with su ch force as 
to stu n him an d seriou sly bru ise his 
hip. 
The Missou ri Pacific ambu lan ce 
was called an d the in ju red con du c­ 
tor taken to the compan y hospital, 
where his in ju ries were ex amin ed 
an d fou n d to be n ot seriou s. 
A man who had ju mped on the 
caboose for a short ride was thrown 
off on his head, bu t was n ot badly 
hu rt. 
The en gin e was pu lled back 
on the track by the switch en gin e.

n oticed. 
It dries an d defies the ac­ 
tion of the su n . 
Bev an lias been a stu den t of the 
su bject for sev eral y ears. 
He has 
fou n d two or three solu tion s which 
wou ld probably do the work, bu t 
they hav e been objection able be­ 
cau se they con tain ed some highly 
odorou s or poison ou s in gredien ts.
